Full Belligerent Rights for the 
French.’ 
Tne following notification was published 
im a Government Gazette ontraordinary is- 
sued this afternoon :—~ ‘ 

His Excollency the Governor ‘has been 
directed toissuo an Official Notification totho 
effect that the French Governmunt is about 
to instruct its Naval Officers to enforce 
belligerent rights including rightof search of 
Noutral Ships at aca for contraband of 
‘war. : 

The above notification is no doubt tho 
outcome of the action of tho British 
Government in onforcing one acction of | 
the Foreign Enlistment, Act in Hongkong 
Harbour—action which mainly alfocts 
Fronch vossela, Tho notification is an im- 
portant one, and the course of procedure 

. now adopted by tho French may give riso 
to serious trouble. It scoms to us question- 
ablo jf international low justifies s nation 
exercising full belligerent rights, including 
foarch, against neutrals in tho absonce of 
a declaration of war and a blockade, unless 
this notification can be regarded as the 
equivalent of a declaration of war. This at 
any rate appegred to bs, the opinion of the 
Under Sccrotary of State when, speaking 
in the House of Commons on the 28th 
October Inst, ho said -— 

“France has undoubtedly the right to 
blockade those porta, and. the notiGcation of 
blockade must be taken by noutral Powers 
as a notifiention of s atate for wat, France 
has, in the circumstances, all tho rights of 
war (including the right to provont nccoss 
to the blockaded ports), incident to o belli- 

erent blockade, if she deaires to exercise 
from, but in tho absence of a formal declar- 
ation of war eithor by France or China, 
Her Majeaty’s Government huve thought it 
necessary: to communicate with the French, 
Government on tho: subject in order to 
romove. all doubt as to the ‘position of 
neutral shipping, ana'E Ata’ tiiable to make 
any further statement ponding. the result 
of that communiction. Before the natifica- 
tion of blockade three, British vowels were 
Boarded of Tamsui, and, upon represent. 
ations being made to the Freveh Qocerrunent 
on the subject, it was admitted. that the pvr 
ceeding was (rregular by reason of a reyular 

blockade not having been established. Her 
Majesty's Government will bo propared to 
make any claim for damages which can pro- 

erly ba supported by international law, 

but up to the present time no such clin 
haa been preferred.’

On tho motion of the Attorney Con- 
eral, Council went into Cummittee on the 
Weights and Moasures Bill, 1836. 

Some diseussion fook ‘place un the first

and moiures so depusited shall be the 
Standard weighta und measures of this 
Colouy.’ 

The Hon. W. Keswick. said he would 
like to understand how tho weights and 
measures of the Chiness Empire’ were to 
bo ascertained? ‘These varied so much and 


were a0 dillerent in the various parts of tho 
Empire that he thought there would be a 
preut deal of difficulty in deciding which 
standar.1 was to be adopted, 

The Attorney-General suid ho was not 
aware what measures had been taken to ‘fix 
the standard, but he thought it would bo 
found that the weights stated in the schedula 
wore perfectly wull known here. He sug- 
ested that ip might bo convenient to. sub- 
stitute the ‘Province of Canton’ for the 
‘Bunpire of China.’ 

"The Colonial Treasurer (the Hon, A. 
Lister) suid that as the work with regard to 
woights and mensures had practicully rusted 
in hip hands, he might say-that tho diffi- 
culty aa to weights had been settled by 
tuking those which had been im use for 
many years, in fret ainess tha ordinance, 
commenced in 1844, ‘There “had boca 
nothing in dispute as regards them—the 
whole diffigalty which this ordinanoo had 
been brought forward to meet* was as 
to the length of a Chinese foot, Tn this 
matter they found a yery oxtraordiuary 
state of thingy. ‘Lhere was reilly 
getting to know what Chinuge regarded 
un authorised foot. Ohineso tradesmer

allowed .for the fact that they would 
have to measure by 9 foot considcrably. 
Jongor, than that which wes in use in
